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In our last issue, we left off talking 
about the Lebanon of the past, its 
climate and its universities. But 
nowadays the Lebanese people are 
preoccupied with a more crucial 
issue : die presence of foriegn armies 
on their soil. 

When Israel was created in 1948, 
some Palestinians fled to neighboring 
countries, like Egypt, Jordan, Syria 
and Lebanon; to seek refuge and 
continue from there their so-called 
struggle against Israel. But after 
failing a "coup d'etat" in Jordan in 
September 1970, the Palestinians 
thought of Lebanon as their last 
refuge, and by 1973, roughly one 
person in each ten in Lebanon was a 
Palestinian. Their politics became 
radicalized, and slowly they acquired 
structure, motivation and arms during 
the period after the fall of their base 
in Jordan, and they were sought out 
as allies by radical fanatic groups in 
Lebanon. The Palestinians began to 
clash with lebanese security forces 
and the chaos started. Syria saw this 
as an opportunity to realize its old 
dream, that is to invade Lebanon and 
nake it once and for all a part of 
Syria. The reason we say this, is 
because the role of Lebanon in the 
Arab world was an issue as complex 
as that of Israel, many Syrians still 
felt that the French decision to 
seperate Lebanon from Syria when 
they terminated their mandate in 
1943, was invalid; on the other hand 
it was also a good opportunity for 
Syria to get rid of all the unwanted 
Palestinian refugees by arming them 
and sending them to Lebanon thus 
preventing a possible attempt of 
overthrowing the Syrian regime. 
So in October 1976, Syria invaded 
Lebanon, occupying the North and 
East of the country, helping the 
Palestinians against the Lebanese 
people claiming that it is defending 
their cause. And on June 6th., 1982, 
after suffering from repetitive 
Palestinian gurilla attacks on its 
North border, Israel invaded the 
South of Lebanon to curb future 
raids by the PLO (Palestinian 
Liberation Organization) into Israel. 
Throughout the years since 1975, 
Syria was always ready to hinder any 
sort of solution for the Lebanese 

crisis. 

Today, the situation is the 
following: Syria still occupies the 
North and East of the country and a 
part of the capital city Beirut. Israel 
withdrew from South Lebanon but 
not completely. The remaining 2000 



sq. km. (about the fifth of the 
country) is under the legal authority 
of the Lebanese army. When the 
last President's mandate ended in 
September 1988, he handed over the 
power to the army commander, 
Major General Michel Aoun, because 
the state the country was in did not 
allow for presidential elections. As 
soon as he assumed power, Major 
General Michel Aoun called for a 
withdrawal of the Syrian troops from 
all territories they presendy occupy. 
The Syrian President Hafez Assad 
refused claiming that Syria's 
presence is necessary for maintaining 
peace in Lebanon! This lead to a 

greater in number is trained and 
equiped with advanced Soviet 
weapons. The Lebanese army is 
smaller in number and equipment but 
is highly trained, and the loyalty the

LEBANON, 

General Michel Aoun and their 
determination to fight for the 
liberation of their country, constitutes 
a major asset in the hands of the 
military government. 

In order to justify their presence in 
Lebanon, the Syrians are trying to 
show the world that the war in 
Lebanon is a civil war between the 
country's two major religious sects, 
the Christians ans the Muslims. 
Historically, however, both 
Christians and Muslims have been 
co-existing in Lebanon for hundreds 
of years. So what does Syria really 
want from Lebanon? 

As we've said earlier, after World 
War I, both Lebanon and Syria were 
under the French occupatiuon. 
France's mandate came to an end in 
1943 when the Lebanese people 
expressed their will for 
independence. Syria opposes 
Lebanon's independence claiming 
that it should be a part of Syria. But 
the differences between the two 
countries and the two people greatly 
weaken Syria's claim: 

The Lebanese people descend from 
Pheonician origin, while the Syrians 

are Arabs. Both people speak 
Arabic but the Lebanese dialect is 
very different and contains some 
Phoenician and French words and 
phrases. The Lebanese people are 
by far more educated and a great 
number of the population speaks two 
languages or more (some speak 
four). American and French 
educational missions chose Lebanon 
to build their universities which are 
considered to be the best in the 
Middle East. The landscape and the 



climate are also very different. 
Lebanon is a mountainous country 
with a moderate weather and snow 
covered high mountains whereas 
most of Syria is a desert. The 
political and economic systems 
greatly differ, Lebanon's is a 
parliamentary free capitalism system 
where a president is elected every six 
years. Syria is a socialist country 
and elects a president every 7 years, 
the actual president, however, has 
been around for nearly two decades! 

The list goes on and on but what 
does it prove? It proves that Syria's 
claim for Lebanon is as justifiable, 
for instance, as is China's claim to 
Canada! 

As you read now, Syrian shells are 
falling on innocent civilians at the 
incredible rate of 60 shells per 
minute. All the country is paralized, 
stores, offices, schools and 
universities are closed. People do 
not even dare to go out to buy bread. 
But amid all the destruction and 
death, the Lebanese people bravely 
await the dawn of freedom while the 
Lebanese soldiers stunn their 
ennemies with unprecedented 
resistance and obstinacy. 

It is not known when the Syrian 
war machine will stop destroying this 
beautiful country, maybe its greed 
will not be satisfied until every stone 
in Lebanon is destroyed and every 
child robbed from his mother while 
the rest of the civilized world 
watches silently as if they are 
accomplices to the crime.

Those of us who have farmed 
in La Belle Province a quarter 
century of more will always 
Lherish warm memories of 
Macdonald College and its 
professors. 
The professors especially, 
fhc professors you could 
.hone when you needed advice 
in a hurry; who used to make 
vour day when they would 
unexpectedly come up your 
)anc just to spend a friendly 
riour and who, when you 
visited their lovely 
demonstration farm at Ste. 
Anne's would welcome you as 
if you were an old army buddy. 

Our sons used to come home 
from their classrooms still 
chuckling about their jokes and 
impatient to try out some of 
their improbable new ideas; 
v:nrnc of which actually proved 



would plan a banquet and was 
too stingy or too near broke to 
ask artyone else to be guest 
speaker, someone at "Mac" 
would get the invitation. They 
judged at our fairs, helped with 
4H projects, joined in the fun at 
our farm picnics and we knew 
them all by their first names. 
But it isn't like that now. 
At our fair board meeting the 
other day when the subject of 
judges came up, we began to 
talk about the days when 
getting a suitable judge was no 
big deal. No matter what the 
class there would be someone 
out at "Mac" who would be 
ready, willing and able to tackle 
the job for you. Which led 
someone to wonder out loud if 
"Mac" still had any professors, 
or were they all so frightfully 
intellectual now that they no 
longer felt comfortable talking 
to farmers like us. 

But it really isn't hard to 
understand the reasons why 
agricultural profs no longer 
roam the country side or go into 
their classrooms with heifer 
dust stuck in the cracks of their 
shoes. Most of them are Ph.D's 
now who couldn't tell you 
which end of a cow gets up 
first. They're apt to be much 
more interested in agri-business 
or working on some research 
project endowed by one of the 
monster food companies. 

And maybe we can't blame 
them. Back in 1905 when Sir 
William Macdonald dipped into 
his tobacco fortune (he never 
touched the stuff himself) to 
lis college, three out of 



livelihood. Today fewer than 
five per cent of us are farmers. 
And if, as its critics maintain, 
our agricultural institutions are 
indeed now in the pocket of 
agri-business and other 
industries, it should be kept in 
mind that they could not 
continue looking so remarkably 
rich and health were it not for 
endowments, and that 
agricultural colleges are by no 
means the only institutions who 
arc now indebted to those who 
support them. 

Some years ago I learned 
with some amusement that one 
of the most famous 
Fundamentalist bible colleges in 
America practically owes its 
existence to the financial 
backing given it by one of our 
big farm implement companies 
— the McCormick-Deering 
people. The pious people will 
know that I'm referring to 
Wheaton College in Illinois, the 
Rev. Billy Graham's alma 
mater. 

I once became acquainted 
with one of the young ministers 
who had graduated from 
Wheaton and I used to twit him 
a bit about this college. "What 
did you have for a school 
song?" I asked. "Bringing in 
the Sheaves?" 

And when he took no offense 
at that, I asked if he thought the 
clergy who came from his 
school could ever feel free to 
question the essential lightness 
of that fiercely competitive, 
dog-cat-dog system to which 
they were indebted for their 
training. 



Deering might do from now on, 
it could commit no wrong so 
far as you're concerned." 

"Well," came the twinkling 
answer, "I don't think that I'm 
guilty of any special adulation 
for McCormick now that I have 
graduated. But I will admit that 
when we were students at 
Wheaton we never referred to 
death as the Grim Reaper. We 
always called him the 
International Harvester!" 

Getting back to the 
Macdonald that used to be, 
believe it or not I was once one 
of its benefactors too and I 
think, a rather important one. 
That was back in the 50's when 
in spite of our government's 
determined opposition, the 
famous Landrace swine had 
somehow been landed in 
America and most of them were 
in my bam where they were 
worth more money than I've 
ever seen since. 

But because Mac's pig 
professors were then such 
wonderful friends of mine I 
gave the college two of my 
boars. And for years afterward 
whenever I visited the college, I 
would be taken to the pig bam 
like a dignitary of some sort to 



see the hundreds of fine 
progeny those boars had sired. 

There is a brand new swine 
bam on the college farm now 
but last year when I went out to 
see it I found all doors securely 
locked. 

"Hey!" I called to one of the 
guides. "Let me into this here 
pig penitentiary! I've got de- 
scendants in here!" 

No dice, I was told. No vis- 
itors now. Under new man- 
agement. So there it stands, a 
little Fort Kno* full of classi- 
fied information and a stem and 
costly symbol of how far my 
favorite college has removed it- 
self from the soil which gave it 
birth.

WE'RE LUCKY TO BE IN MONTREAL! 



I think it's about time 
anglophones and francophones in 
Montreal stopped arguing over the 
language issue and realize how 
fortunate we are to live in one of the 
few cities in Canada that truly 
reflects the bilingual and bicultural 
nature of this country. 

True, Montreal may be the 
second largest French-speaking city 
in the world, but it's still in many 
respects a bilingual city. 

Where else in Canada can you 
choose between a wide variety of 
French and English theatre or cinema 
or study at a French or English- 
language university? Where else in 
Canada does one have the 
opportunity to immerse oneself fully 
in both languages? Where else in 
Canada can you hear French with an 
English accent and English with a 
French accent? 

Montreal is truly unique in this 
regard. The city's economic and 
cultural development has largely 
been due to its two major language 
groups. 

Recently the Canadian International 
Development Agency (CIDA) has 
been paying a lot of attention to 
students' concerns. Two new 
programs to increase the participation 
of youth and recent graduates in 
development activities have been 
announced in the last several months 
(Youth Initiatives and the Overseas 
Development Assosciates Program). 
A CIDA funded national assosciation 
of Students for development is now 
being formed. 

development issues: the environment, 
hunger and poverty in a world of 
plenty, insecurity and a lack of basic 
human ngths for so many of the 
world's people? do you feel your 
concern is frustrated by limited 
opportunities to gain practical 
knowledge and experience in the 
development field? Are you 
wondering if you as a student can do 
anything about all this? Help seems 
to be at hand! 



The idea of a national assosciation 
came out of two conferences held in 
1988, The assosciation of 
Universities and Colleges of Canada 
(AUCC) took the unusual step of 
inviting students with development 
interests from across the country to 
their annual conference on the role 
of universities in International 
Co-operation. 

CIDA then organised another 
conference to expand on the dialogue 
begun at the AUCCs'. 
Representatives from various sectors, 
including Monique Landry, the 
Minister for External Relations and 
International Development, reviewed 
the issues identified and the 
mechanisms for change. 

Students for development is about 
lobbying for more participation and 
jobs for students and graduates in 
development research and projects, 
but it also wants to promote 
awareness and action on 
development issues on campuses 
across the country. 

To advance this agenda, the 
members of the working commitee 
of students for development are 
making contacts at campuses from 
coast to coast. Through these they 
hope to identify the varying student 
interests in development and to 
organize local commitees of Students 
for Development to act as a forum 
for student concerns. 

If the goals of increased student 
participation in development 
education, research and projects are 
important to you, contact your 
regional representative of Students 
for development as sooon as 
possible. 

The Overseas Development 
Assosciates Program (ODAP) aims 
to provide career opportunities for 
young Canadian graduates interested 
in development work. The graduate 
submits his resume to the host 
organization of his choice. A joint 
proposal must then be submitted to 
the ODAP. ODAP will contribute a 
maximum of $25000 per year to the 



proposals accepted. 

CIDA has also created a $25 
Million Youth Initiatives Fund that 
will give young Canadians a better 
understanding of, and involvement 
in, international development through 
the initiatives of rtoffgfr^^HHCTaar 
agencies, institutions, schools and 
private sector firms.
